arrangement between the Sugar Trust and 
tbe Spreokles is nnunUmed, und there Ap- 
pears to be no law to prevent it, consumers 
will have to pay about the old price for 
sugar, the Government will be out over 
sixty millions of dollars in revenue, other 
industrias will be taxed to pay a bounty 
which it ia estimated will amount to ovar 
ten million dollars to borne sugar produc- 
ers, and the refineries will pocket the 
greater p.»rt of the sixty millions which the 
Government loses.

tbe French Hostclries Were Like 


Daring the, Middle Age*. 


The houses of the farmers and the 


country people differed then as now, ac- 
cording to their rank and prosperity, 
and also according to tha district they 
inhabited. The yeoman farmer, and 
even the well to do husbandman, dwelt 
in a solid house of brick or stone, tiled 
or elated, with a pared yard separating 
it fram the barn and outhouses, the dai- 
ry and cattle pens. The farm house— 
which in England was always construct- 
ed with a, southern aspect—as invariably 
faced the east in Aquitaine, while to the 
rear well open to the west -was a long 
tiled veranda, \vhere in winter after- 
noons the hemp picking, the wool card- 
ing, etc., were done. 


_ Within the vast kitchen glowed in the 
light of tho fLfc—almost as uiiextinguish- 
able as the vestal virgin's—peat, coal and 
wood were each abundantly employed, 
and for a trifling rent, generally paid in 
kind, tho lord of tho manor would per- 
mit the farmers on his land to cut their 
turfs from his bog or their boughs from 
his forest. Fuel was not only actually 
but relatively cheaper in the middle 
ages than today, for the bogs were not 
drained in those days, the forest covered 
great expanses, and the cost of carnage 
made it almost impossible to transport 
their produce. In almost every shire of 
France and England the pupply of fuel 
was in excess of the demand. 


This hospitable fire flared up a chim- 


ney proportioned to its size, lighting tha 
huge brick oven, the iron firedogs, the 
bellows, shovel, gridiron, ladles, cal- 
drons, saucepans, mortar, tin pails, and 
other utensils that 6|ood. on the brackets 
of the hearth, and irradiating the brass 
and copper pots, the metal candlesticks, 
the lamp, the lantern, the not unfrequent 
silver beaker, and tbe glass drinking 
cups that were ranged on the chests and 
cupboards round tbe walls. Near this 
fire stood a high backed settle, the mas- 
ter's corner, and under the great mantle 
of the chimney narrower benches were 
pet jq the brick. 


Within easy reach of the hearth a deep 


oak chest held the logs for burning. It 
was generally matched by n handsome 
wedding chest with carved or painted 
front, long enough to contain a grown 
person full length, but more usually filled, 
it must be adrnitted,with the best clothes, 
the trinkets and the savings of tho house- 
hold. _ The registers of the phatelet record 
no crime so common as the breaking open 
of such wedding chests; and it is surpris- 
ing how many clasps of jewels, girdles 
of pearls, golden headdresses and rings, 
and purses full of gold were stolen from 
quite humblo households.

fathers invested their capital in cups 
or, trinkets of precious metal, pretty to 
look at, easy to hide, and. readily con- 
verted into enslj \vhort necessity demand- 
ed a sacrifice.—Fortrnnrhtlv

The liiblo of the Uuiluhists. 


The bible of the sect is not without 


bsauty and high moral as vrell as poetic 
conceptions. There is much in it of the 
nature of mythology and mysticism, 
which Buddhists do not pretend to un- 
derstand themselves, yet thefe is much 
to admire. From a oook of extracts and 
translations 'from the Buddhist bible I 
give a few examples: ' 


"The perfect man is like the lily, un-

Another: "The perfect man will not be 
angry with him who brings him evil re- 
ports of himself; lest he be not able to 
judge truthfully of the matter whereof 
he is accused." Its moral code contains 
such rules as "Do not steal;" "Do not 
lie;" "Do not bill;" "Do not be a drunk- 
ard;" "Do not to another what you 
would not wish done to yourself." 
Trom these examples it may be observed 
how nearly the^r moral law runs parallel 
with our own; and that this has exerted 
a potent influence in forming the Chi- 
nese character is evident. 
Also, that 


they cover the cardinal rules of right 
living in good society none will question. 


The system offers motives in the way 


of rewards for right living and punish- 
ments of evil doing. It develops symp- 
athy, the source of many virtues. It 
eaohes the eqwvh'ty of all men. One 
man is better or worse than another 
nly as he observes the laws of good so- 
iety or breaks them,—W. Q. Benton in 
'opular Science. 


All Mail Matter Is Counted. 


Persons who read the reports of the 


number of pieces of mail matter handled 
at the New York postoffice may have 
wondered how the figures were obtained. 
Che explanation is simple: Every piece 
was acttially counted. Every employer 
who stamps mail matter must keep an 
accurate account of tho number of pieces 
10 handles and must make a daily report 
of the amount of work he has done. He 
must not only give tho grand total, but 
;ell what part was in each of the four 
classes of mail matter, and also how the 
pieces reached tho postofflce. 


The letters, etc., are mailed at the 


postofflce, in which case they are known 
is "drops," collected by carriers, arrive 
by trains, or, in the caso of foreign 
matter, are brought by steamers. 
A 


report must be made of every piece 
that comeg in by any one of these ways. 


When one considers that an average 


of about 000,000 letters alone reach the 
general postofftce here every day, it will 
be seen that the task of counting them 
is a big one. Let a person count 1,000 
and then try to get some idea of the 
labor involved in keeping a record of 
1,000 times that many, and his head will 
swim at the thought. As tho counting 
is done by a number of men, and the 
letters are subdivided into batches, the 
labor is not so enormous as might at 
first be supposed.—New York Tribune,
